(1) T'i notify that Coriander shall be subject to quality control and inspection prior to 
export; 

(2) To specify the type of inspection in accordance with the draft Export of Coriander 
(Inspection) Rules, 1969, set out in the Annexure to this notification as the type of 
inspoction which will be applied to such Coriander prior to export;

(I) To recognise the grade designations formulated under the Coriander Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1964 as the standard specifications for Coriander,
